execution arrived he was calm, cool

He walked

with

step, 
not a muscle of his face quivering or 
showing signs of emotion. 
Accompanied bv the sheriff and his 
spiritual adviser he went to the scaffold. 
Ile made a statem ent th at his previous 
confession was true, and he paid John 
Wylie, a negro laborer, $200 to put his 
wifo and children out of the way, be­ 
cause his wifo refused to leave, as she 
had promised, having heard of his in­ 
tended marriage to another woman. The 
trap fell at 12:30 and life was extinct In 
thirteen minutes. 
Hawes’ crime was for tho m urder of 
his wifo and two children, May aud 
Irene. 
Tuesday morning, Dec. 4, 1888, 
the body of May was found floating in 
an arti tidal lake at East Lake, a pleas­ 
ure resort, six miles from this city, but

until every man had emptied his gun, 
and many had reloaded and fired a sec­ 
ond round. 
Tho crowd retreated at the 
first volley, but ten corpses were left on 
tho ground and eleven mon wero badly 
wounded.

WHAT DOES THE TERM LA GRIPPE M IAN? 
La Grippe is a French term, whiob, 
translated into English, ta “ The luff i 
eLZk,” aud translated tutu Ger luau ie, 
“Die En lliafifckraukbeH.” The e p id e m ic 
which is at preseut prostrating bo many 
people in all parts of the civil zed world 
is not a new duress*, but au o d one. Th# 
French name, wbion has been in ase 
wherever French i* spoken, for many 
years has been for the first time intro­ 
duced into this oountry, and many peo­ 
ple mistake a i e l name for a new dis­ 
ease. The uncommon prevalence of the 
present epidemic marks an important 
event in the hi dory of the disease. 
Tnooeands of people in high and low 
station have died of it, and atili its vir­ 
ulence continues, showing no sign of 
improvement. 
I have been acquainted with La Grippe, 
or epi iemio luff lenzv, many years. Tne 
bret time I ever bad any personal 
knowledge of Ibis disease was in 1817, 
wL ile yet a boy,studying medioiae. My 
study of it at taal time was so thorough 
aud careful that thiiteeo years afterward 
(I860), when a terrible epidemic of it 
swept over tie oountry, I at once recog­ 
nized it, and was able to suooerafn ly 
cope wiiu it. 
It was ten years before it 
made its appears ace again—the famous 
acidemia of 1870. 
It was at thii lime 
it was first called (*Kussian Influenza,” 
because of the (act that it originated in 
Kussia and spread rapilly ov.r the Asi­ 
atic and European countries before it 
was noticed in this oonntry. 
Twenty 
yeare had elapsed before the present 
epidemic (originating in Russia as be­ 
fore) suddenly appeared 
among us 
again, this time bringing its Frenoh name 
across the Atlantic with it. 


SYMPTOMS. 
Each epidemic present exactly the 
same symptoms. 
First, a ‘ tired on!” 
feeling, general lassitude, cold feet and 
hands. Ueoond, aching of the bones, 
tramient, fleeting pains throughout the 
whole body. 
Tnird, chilly seosarons, 
from icdimuot, creeping rigors in alight 
oa*es, to pronounced Outlie in more se­ 
vere ones. Fourth, fever, with tempera­ 
ture ranging from 102 to 104 degrees 
Fifth, congestion of the eye?, lining 
membrane of the nose; sometimes throat 
and bronchial tubes. 
Blxtb, profuse 
sweating occura'in some oases, especially 
afttjr the disease has ran a few days. 
(Seventh, sneezing, and lees frtquently 
coughing, are among the earliest symp­ 
toms. Eighth, usually an intense frontal 
headache, whiob continues more or less 
during the whole course of the disease. 
Ninth, aching and soreness of tbs mus­ 
cles of the whole body. Eaoh oase p re 
sects slight variation?, dependant on age, 
condition of health, etc. 
During snob 
an epidemic as this one the slightest in­ 
disposition should be at once attended 
to, ss a few doses of the proper remedy 
in the start will do more than weeks of 
treatment after it fastens itself on the 
system. 


DANGERS. 
LaGripp? is not a very fatal dissase, 
although many die of it during the course 
of sn epi Jemio. The chief danger which 
ie ta be feared ta the low and weakened 
state it produces, giving a chance for 
other diseases to set in and finish the 
work. Fnenmonia, consumption, con­ 
gestion of the lungs and brain, acute 
iheumaii-m, typhoid fever and typhoid 
mol ilia are all frequent followers of La 
Ut iope. 
However different observers 
may aooount for it, the fact remains that 
every epidemic brings with it a fearful 
death rate.

There are three distinct theories as to 
the cause of La Grippe or Russian In- 
ffueLza. 
Each theory bas advocates aucl 
defenders of (quel ability aa medical 
write!4. First, mat it is oaused by cli­ 
ma1 is i n ti a en cee only, and is bat a mod­ 
ified coll. Second, that it is the recall 
of miunts organisms or spores which 
ti oat in the atmosphere and is taken into 
the system by breathing them in. Third, 
that it is through both these onuses com­ 
bined that the system becomes affected 
rn favorable weather, which so changes 
the blood as to enable spores to thrive rn 
the body, wbioh in a perfectly healthy 
body could do no harm. 
I am inolinad 
to the lattdr theory as furnishing the beet 
exj lunation of all the faote. 
Find, we 
have to have nnusnelly bad weather, by 
wbioh many people are partly overcome 
aid st conj, baoili, or disease germs, 
are capable of causing the disease, but 
wbioh are resisted by all who are in ex­ 
cellent health. 
If ti is is true, ii woald seem a wise 
tbit, g during sn ah an epidemic to take 
si me invigorating tonic to guard against 
depressed states o* health, which iuvite 
these disease germs to enter the body to 
set up Uh ir terrible work. Pe-ra-na ex­ 
actly meets this emergency.

a living or one that is .veil fed: one 
barely living while the other is able to 
work and pay for his feed and leave a 
profit for tis owner. It costs as much 
to plow and barrow and plant and sowa 
and as much or more for seed f >r px«r 
land while the yield is barely enough t > 
pay the expenses and leave tbe profits 
oat. Land mast be fed in order ti yield 
a profit. A few of the good wajs to feed 
it lr, first, fence eo that stcek can run 
en it and paitnre it occasionally and 
seed to dover. Coin we I worked and 
seed picked before frost and cured by 
ait ficial heat is sure to g ro r,a td I think 
c ie of the most profitable crops we have. 
Stock, corn and 
cliver sncoeetfuily 
managed is a successful badness. I think 
tbe profits are in favor cf a small firm 
rather than be too much in d ett. In ­ 
ter! st works day and night, wet and dry 
winter and rummer. 
I am by far ie 
favor of what 
is 
csl'ed 
diversified 
farming, 
if 
properly 
conducted. 
I woald insist open all c.ops raised in 
diversified farming to receive just es 
gocd attention a; yon would if yon were 
baiting especial crop; and I would have 
only enough different kinds to give a 
good rotation cf crops and give all good 
attention and aim for the belt cf r si nits 
in each,and do bitser each successive 
year. 
You may ask, “ Do you practice 
that?” I will say, that I rereived premi­ 
ums at our Rock County Fair last fall on 
colt*, sheep, bogs, oafcq teens, tuck 
wheat, peas and boney. One greet advan­ 
tage in diversified farming is,if yon raise 
bat a Tittle grain or fodder and bay feed 
yoa leave the land down too I mg and i: 
is ovt r fed with ftrlilizer, and becomes 
like a man or bcree that is over fed, and 
and glad. miz »d; and on the ether hand, 
plow iog and grain f am i ag—as a spec iii 
farming gets the land very poor in time 
I am quite sore if we put one or two 
crops cl cern and one or two crops cf 
oats, wheat cr barley, then seed to pa t 
dover A least and pasture the first yetr, 
and mow one or two years and rota e 
every six-yeats — three years under j low. 
I prefer two years to corn and one to small 
greia and three to grass. Al vays pasture 
one year at leait and two if pc6 lble an > 
fertilize aa much as oan be made. By so 
doing tho land will keep in a na’uril rich 
condition for grass or grain. Tbe sea­ 
sons may be against some crops while 
others do well. It seemed good to me. that 
dry year to sell seven young horses of our 
own rt isiDg. 
All such things are crops 
and not so apt to fluctuate as grain.

few good cows well managed wi’l help 
keep the land good, sod raise st lek ana 
OSM A in racing pigs, yield agood income.

A fair amount of hogs (good breed) and 
a part of that is in the swill peri cr tbe 
one* who carries it, is verv good busi­ 
ness, aud a few oatsie to fatten A year 
own re Ling or bought the Ant year and 
grow tnem from a small boer. I ain i ot 
in favor cf winter feeding. I am unable 
to find a reliable profit in any other 
feeding than good pasture and com­ 
mence early in fall and feed in yard* 
nights sod mornings and ran to good 
pasture tad sell before Jan let. Often 
a good price will take them before 
snow comes if they are good and tbe 
cost of them comes mostly from coarse 
feed; corn cut green .is excellent feed in 
fall and as it hardens will improve them 
very fastaoeordiog t i the amount f-d. A 
few coarie wool sheep, not too many, will 
go first out in spring and last in the fall 
and if not too many can be shifted where 
their ran will benefit rather than damage 
the land, and yon get a croo of wool ani 
a crop of lambs with bat very little work 
or outlay of grain. 
A good hen coop 
built of wugh boards if you please, but 
well arrased , would not cost but a few 
dollars aud a good selection of fowls 
whioha smell member of the family can 
mostly look after, is a source of gain. 
The fertilizer drawn cut and spread 
thinly on the grain field will improve the 
grain enough to feed them during tie 
winter; did you ever think of that? And 
it you are against the sugar trust and 
in favor of your own prosperity, don’t 
fail to have a few colonies of bees, whiob 
with a little oare given by one member 
of tbe family W infield more gain ac­ 
cording to the care and (feed than any 
other crop. 
Pasture lands mm t not be 
fed too olJeely to tbe ground to be pro­ 
fitable. (h e grass needs to get a good 
start in spring. 
Thousands of dollais 
are lost yearly by feeding pie tares 
too 
short 
and 
letting 
toe 
son 
on the surface i i summer to dry out the 
moisture an i wind and frost in tbe win­ 
ter. There is one more orop that is a 
source of income, and if properly grown 
and managed, will yield fully as much 
profit and comfort as any I have men­ 
tioned, and that is,tbe boys and girls. 
This is too mach neglected m regard to 
feel and oultare. 
It is ss important to 
feed our children well aa to raise a calf 
or colt or a Poland Chios pig; and I will 
venture more children are injured by im­ 
proper food at improper times, than is 
suffered by feeding the young ob Ives and 
pigs. It is not all we eat that benefits 
us, but what we properly digest. 
I bis 
is a subject we must sooner or later turn 
a pait of our attention to, or we wi I 
suffer from the neglect. They should net 
only be properly grown, but it is very 
necessary that they universally receive a 
proper education so that they may be 
able to inform themselves, and decide 
the best way to do under unfavorable 
circumstances. There is no class cf bus­ 
iness that requires as many different tal­ 
ents to be exeioised se does the business 
of feruling; a n i here I wilt mention a 
few, just enough to aet you on the line 
of though*. Different soils require dif- 
ferent crops and different managements. 


The farmer must also decide what will 
sell best ia his locality or if best to sell 
at home or ship; also if best to sell on 
foot or in asoka. He baa to decide which 
is the most profitable to raise—bog?, cat­ 
tle or sheep, or all; also if best to plow 
mach or little;*or liaise f grass, e ti. 
He 
mast knowAin order to bef! snooted, tbe 
right amoant for him and hi* family to 
work, for on a farm there is a chance 
for ail to work too mach or a chance to 
neglect and let[the profits go to waste, too 
mu?h being eutrnsteJ to hired help. 
He most be a good judge of human nat­ 
ure to hire good help. It requires good 
judgment on a farm to properly manage 
the help and getyour money’s worth and 
not wrong the help. He should be a fair 
judge cf sll kinds of stock in order to st ll 
properly,and know bow to secure stock to 
famish again. He most deal with many 
kinds i f agents, which requires ..tao! as 
welt as judgment. 
He should know 
something of the effect of differentkiods 
of food to feed to different animals as 
well as to his family. He should know 
how

eo doing, it woald be the means c f 
keeping back some of tbe outgoes, and 
be might just as well and as reasonably

and unwished in the college paper; "Old 
Ironsides” was originally published in 
the Boston Advertiser in 1830, w hen he 
was 21 years old.

The report of a cannon travels very 
Tar, because It communicates a vibration 
to the soil. 
The noise produced by the great erup­ 
tion o f Cotopaxi, in 1744, w as heard over 
500 miles. 
Franklin asserts th at he heard tho 
Jtriking together of two stones in the 
water, half a mile d ista n t 
In 1872 the report of the cannon fired 
in Mayenco could be heard at Timbeck, 
146 miles away. 
In the polar regions Sir John F ran k ­ 
lin’s men conversed with ease at a dis­ 
tance of more than a mile. 
W hen in 1809 tho cannon boomed in 
Heligoland the sound was heard at H an­ 
over, a distance of 157 miles. 
T he cannonading of 
Florence was 
hoard at Leghorn, 56 miles away, and 
that at Genoa over IOO miles. 
T he greatest distance at which artifi­ 
cial sounds are known to have been 
heard w*as on Dec. 4, 1832, when the 
cannons at Antwerp were heard in the 
Erzebirge, 370 miles distant. 
Colladon, by experiments 
mado at 
Lake Geneva, estimated th a t a bell of 
common size, one th at could bo heard a 
distance of three to five miles on land, 
could, lf submerged in the sea, be heard 
over 60 miles.
